COMET  MINE 
By:  W.  C.  Stump 


Just  when  I  thought  that  I  had  located  all  known 
varieties  of  Harlan  County^  Kentucky,  coal  company  scrip,  up 
pops  another.  What  is  ironic  is  that  I  found  two  examples  of 
this  type  to  be  in  well-known  collections  and  not  yet  listed 
in  the  Edkins  Catalogue.  I  was  fortunate  to  acquire  for  my 
collection  one  of  the  two  known  examples  of  company  scrip 
used  by  the  Wallins  Creek  Collieries  Company *s  Comet  Mine.  I 
want  to  thank  my  friend,  and  fellow  scriptor,  Cecil  ’’Junior" 
Philpot,  who  acquired  this  rare  token  for  me  and  who  has  been 
very  instrumental  in  providing  other  rare  scrip  for  my 
collection  over  the  years. 

In  1919,  this  early  Harlan  County  coal  company  opened  a 
mining  operation  named  Comet  Mine  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Catrons  Creek  River,  in  Harlan  County,  Kentucky.  Over  a  five 
year  period,  this  company  operated  three  additional  mines  in 
Harlan  County:  The  Bear  Branch  Mine,  Verda;  The  Star  Mine, 
Wallins;  and  the  Molus  Mine,  Molus.  Also,  the  company 
operated  two  mines  in  Bell  County,  Kentucky  -  one  at  Foremile 
and  the  other  at  Oleika. 

Wallins  Creek  Collieries  Company  was  based  in  Scranton, 
Pa.  W.  D.  Boyer  was  the  corporate  president  and  was  also 
from  Scranton,  -  Pa.  The  treasurer  ’  was  George  G,  Brooks, 
Scranton,  Pa.  From  all  accounts,  local  personnel  filled  the 
positions  of  General  Superintendent  and  Foreman. 

Three  known  examples  of  company  scrip  exist  for, this 
company  and  are  all  very  rare.  The  Bear  Branch  Mine  scrip 
bears  the  Wm.  D.  Boyer,  Trustee  name  (Verda  2893  B  A  C 
Series)  and  the  W.  D.  B.  T.  A  Co.  name  (Verda  2893  series  B). 
An  aluminium  type,  round  and’  not  listing  any  specific  mine 
location  was  used,  most  likely  a  standard  type  used  at  all 
operations,  and  a  most  unusual  square  brass  design  was  used 
exclusively  at  the  Comet  Mine. 

The  Comet  Mine  was  a  common  drift  mine  operating  in  the 
Harlan  seam.  The  main  system  of  haulage-,  was  by  mule  and 
electric  locomotive  and  the  track  gauge  was  42".  Little 
additional  information  was  found  concerning  this  operation. 
However,  in  1924,  the  •  Harlan  Wallins  Coal  Corporation 
purchased  The  Comet  Mine  and  all  other  mining  operations  from 
the  Wallins  Creek  Collieries  Company.  This  company  became 

one  of  the  largest,  if  not  the  largest,  coal  mining  companies 
to  mine  coal  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  By  1924,  the  company  was 
working  over  250  employees  at  the  Comet  mine.

(Catalog  Coauilttaa  Note:  Tha  following  artlcla  was  coapllad  froa  a 
lettar  racalvad  from  Milton  Elliaon  whan  ha  aant  ua  a  rub  of  a 
previously  unraportad  VA691  CSO  tokan) 

Tha  following  story  was  ralatad  *to  me  by  tha  gantlaman  from  whom  1 
obtained  the  VA691  CSO. 

"In  1958  I  was  working  at  Norton  Metal  Works  in  Norton,  fa.  A  man 
cams  into  the  shop  with  a  sack  and  said  he  had  something  made  of 
metal  that  he  wanted  destroyed.  Ha  poured  the  contents  of  tha  sack 
onto  a  nearby  table.  To  my  surprise,  he  had  soma  $1500.00  face 
value  in  coal  company  store  scrip. 

"I  asked  him  if  we  could  chip  it  up  with  metal  shears.  He  said  'No! 
1  want  it  destroyed*.  I  then  suggested  that  we  attempt  to  malt  tha 
metal  tokens.  He  said  that's  what  ha  had  in  mind. 

"1  proceeded  to  heat  the  tokens  in  a  large  iron  pot  and  the  elderly 
gentleman  looked  on.  First,  the  bottom  of  the  cast  iron  pot  glow¬ 
ed  rad  as  the  heat  was  applied.  Soon  the  whole  pot  was  well  heat¬ 
ed,  but  the  scrip  was  still  intact.  1  was  about  to  give  up  on 
melting  the  tokens,  but  I  decided  to  apply  more  heat  and  close  off 
the  contents  of  the  pot.  The  bottom  glowed  white  hot  before  the 
metal  tokens  finally  succumbed  and  slid  into  a  molten  mass.  The 
heat  warped  the  cast  iron  pot,  and  it  was  of  little  use  after  that. 
The  gentleman  seemed  pleased  with  the  results,  paid  the  fee,  and 
left. 

"1  always  believed  him  to  be  Scott  Linton,  the  President  of  Banner 
Fuel  Corporation,  issuerer  of  the  scrip  we  melted.  I  held  back  this 
token  (the  50c  piece)  from  the  melting  process.  You  see,  the  minter 
of  those  ORCO  tokens  was  my  uncle,  Wiley  Osborne,  and  1  wanted  to 
keep  it  as  a  souvenir"  . 

This  story  was  related  to  me  by  Bud  Osborne  of  Wise,  Va.  Whether 
$1500.00  face  was  the  greater  portion  of  Banner  Fuel  Corp's  scrip 
is  not  known.  1  have  seen  Ic,  5c ,  10c  and  25c  denominations.,  I 
have  seen  only  one  $1.00  piece  and  know  of  one  other  in  a  personal 
collection.  This  is  the  ohly  50c  token  of  that  company  1  have  seen 
or  heard  of.  •  *  ’  ''' 

The  following  are  comments  by  the  Catalog  Committee  Chairman:  There 
are  two  different  kinds  of  Banner  Fuel  scrip  listed  in  Edkins.  The 
A  and  F  series  have  a  picture  of  a  bird  on  a  weather  vane.  All  are 
listed  R7  or  higher.  The  B,  C,  D,  &  E  series  represent  the  other 
type.  All  of  these  have  the  ORCO  bars  on  the  reverse  and  the  year 
issued  except  the  B  series,  which  doeSy^Save  the  year  of  issuance. 

All  pieces  listed  in  Edkins  are  rated  R3  to  R5.  Incidentally,  the 
cutout  on  the  B  and  C  series  .  should  be  reversed  to  be  the  same  as 
the  D  6i  E  series.  The  C50  and  ClOO  (both  newly  reported)  both  have 
the  cut  out  lie#ing  down  '  '•  Other  recently  reported  pieces  are 

B25  and  DIO.  We  have  not  seen  the  25c  piece  Milton  refers  to  above 
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The  Banner  Fuel  Corporation  article  raises  an  interesting  question 
as  to  the  rarity  values  of  the  ORCO  bars  tokens.  We  have  only  two 
of  them  in  our  own  collection,  the  B25  and  the  010.  Is  this  bars 
scrip  grossly  underrated?  Or  is  the  rating  correct?  If  so,  who  has 
the  supply?  Your  comments  would  be  appreciated.  Another  interesting 
observation  is  that  Schenkman  in 'his  book  "Virginia  Tokens" ' lists 
the  same  pieces  as  listed  in  Edkins.  Schenkman  also  notes  that  Scott 
Linton  sold  his  company  to  Virginia  Iron,  Coal  and  Coke  Co  in  1957. 
Could  Mr.  Linton  have  kept  the  company's  tokens  and  later  decided  to 
dispose  of  them?  when  he  asked  Bud  Osborne  to  melt  them  down  in  1958? 

Orinoko  KY2135  According  to  the  US  Post  Office  official  listings, 
the  correct  spelling  of  this  town's  name  is  ORINOCO. 

Orinoco  Mining  Co.  Dodrill  lists  this  company  at  Williamson,  WV  1915- 
1917  (WV3043  Ml)  and  at  Orinoco,  Ky  1917-1930  (KY2135  A  series).  All 
of  the  known  tokens  were  made  by  ICS,  whose  dies  were  patented  in 
June  1919.  It,  therefore,  is  believed  that  these  tokens  were  used 
only  at  Orinoco,  Ky ,  and  we  are  moving  WV3043  Ml  to  KY2135  Al.  We 
only  have  information  on  the  1,  10,  25,  and  50,  all  with  a  star  cut¬ 
out.  Foils  on  the  5  and  100  would  be  appreciated. 

KY1S03  A  series  Pioneer  Coal  Company  1911.  All  of  the  A  series  have 
Murdock  Cin.  ol  on  the  last  line  of  the  reverse.  Also  there  is  a 
period  after  the  'O'  on  all  pieces.  Add  this  line  to  the  book  AlOO. 

KY2045  A5  Nelson  Creek  Coal  Co.  A  foil  for  a  5c  piece  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  with  a  2  mm  hole  in  the  bottom  part  of  the  5  on  the  reverse. 

The  hole  does  not  appear  to  have  been  drilled  or  punched,  but  it  is 
not  clear  whether  or  not  it  is  a  cut  out  made  by  the  token  company. 
Therefore,  for  the  present  we  will  place  a  footnote  on  KY2045  A  series 
stating  "Pieces  have  been  reported  with  a  small  hole.  The  reason  for 
the  hole  is  not  known". 

KY1921  A  series.  I  recently  acquired  the  A5  and  noted  that  the  token 
shows  the  name  as  "G.  &  B.  R.  NAV.  CO.".  The  catalog  description 
omits  the  There  are  no  other  foils  on  this  company.  Since 

•all  of  these  pieces  are  important  picture  scrip,  we  would  appreciate 
receiving  foils,  rubs  or  clear  photocopies  of  the  AlO  and  A25. 

OH463'  Alb  The  Timken  Roller  Bearing  Co.  A  foil  of  ah  Alb  has  been 
seeo  with  a  CTST  '  y  '  on  the  OB.  Thr“fil€  foils  for  Al  ,  A5,  AlO 
and  A25  do  not  have  a  CTST.  The  reason  for  the  CTST  is  not  known. 

None  of  the  pieces  in  the  B,  C,  or  £  series  are  CTST'd. 

OH463  El  The  Timken  Roller  Bearing  Co.  A  foil  of  the  £1  was  received 
with  a  '^'t’  cutout.  Upon  reviewing  the  file  foil,  we  found  that  it 
also  had  the  'T'  cutout.  The  book  listing  as  Sd  is  incorrect.  Please 
change  your  book  listing  to  show  a  'T'  cutout.
